Just how much money the s 1>t Congress provided 
t«i run the country for thit» fiscal year ami how much 
money the administration plans* to spend is a matter 
for debate. 
The politician* and mathematicians disagree on the 
figures. It i> generally admitted however that the spend­ 
ing program on which we are entering beats h 11 records 
and is Jar above the spending in the lush days of the 
F. I>. Roosevrlt New l>eal. Direct money granted totaled 
37.<> billion dollars. Contract authorizations— which pro­ 
vide for starting projects to be concluded in future yaers 
— totaled something like (i or 7 billions. 
One of the sanest and most clear visioned men in the 
Senate, Harry Flood Byrd, Democrat of \ irginia, esti­ 
mates that our spending during the present fiscal year 
will roach *>7 billion dollars and our income from taxes, 
37 billions. This means a federal deficit of 7 billion dol­ 
lars for the fiscal year. 
No wonder President 
Truman announced 
shortly 
after Congress adjourned that he would ask for higher 
taxes next year. Even he must see that we can’t go on 
forever as we are going today. He told inquiring news­ 
paper reporters: “ w e’ve sjfot to find money to run the 
government.

New concept of wildlife conservation...that of pro­ 
ducing and annually harvesting a surplus crop— lias 
brought many novel " tools" into a field where a few de­ 
cades ago only the “ no-trespassing" sign was the stock 
in trade. Through several district phases, wildlife con­ 
servationist- sought to replenish the hordes of large and 
snfcdl game which were recorded as existing here before 
the white man. 
First came restrictions. Instead of shooting without 
limit, a hunter was restricted in the number of animals 
he could kill. The precaution prevented extermination, 
but there was no immediate improvement. So the measure 


w a s augmented by seasons, allowing the game at least a 
free opportunity to breed. 
Game continued to decrease. It became obvious that 
market hunting would have to go, so go it did. With its 
ending came establishment of expansive refuges which, 
it was hoped, would seive as giant reservoirs from which 
game would disperse to adjacent hunting areas. Came 
ai-o the era of artificial breeding and restocking with pen- 
reared animals and, finally, introduction of exotics— or 
imported game. 
When all seemed to little avail, there developed the 
new concept of conservation, that of providing “ better 
home>” for game birds and animals. Basis for the new 
theory— really a combination of all that had gone before

women God bless them, have had 
the ballot for many years and have 
done little or nothing to purge 
politics of its innate trickery and 
corruption. 
"When I was a very young man 
Í was led to believe by lecturers 
who advocated votes for women I 
that when the gentle sex finally 
reached the polls, all the jails and 
other corrective institutions would 
disappear. This was an illusion. 
“ Please do not imagine that I 
bear any ill will toward the women. 
I have been married to the same 
wife for many years, and as a home 
m anager and helpmeet she is with­ 
out a peer.
